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FOREWORD 


In 1977 the Programmes and Law Information Development 
Section of the Federal Department of Justice undertook to organize 
a survey of existing Law for the Layperson materials and 
programmes, with a view of identifying what needed to be done to 
make federal laws more accessible to the public. Using funds 
available under the Canada Employment Commission's Summer Job 
Corps Programme, teams of students, each working under. the 
direction of a law student project leader and a law professor as 
adviser, gathered information in each of the provinces. The 
Survey was so successful that 1t was decided to edit the results 
ands publish. them seas "a national “directory . of “public” legal 
information. To fill in some obvious gaps and to bring the survey 
up to date, the Department of Justice obtained additional funds 
from the Summer Job Corps Programme in 1978. While some of this 
information may be outdated, and omissions may have been made, the 
dates cOntainca mr “clas Directory rettects “as accurately as 
possible, the situation as of August, 1978. 


The Directory is comprised of thirteen volumes - one for 
each of the ten provinces, two national volumes (one English, and 
One French) and an Index volume. It is the Department's intention 
Po. Update, stne. Direcrory. “On a  regquiar basis and ~ ‘to ‘publish 
replacement volumes from time to time as it appears to _ be 
necessary.

FUNCTIONS AND PROGRAMMES: 


Labrador Legal Services has basically three 
priorities. It is presently involved in a training programme for 
court workers and paralegals. Supervised by a staff lawyer, this 
is in essence an on-the-job training course whereby persons are 
familiarized with office procedures, court processes and the 
general workings of the justice system. In 1977, the first year 
of the programme, there were three paralegals involved and it is 
hoped that these people will be able to undertake such 
responsibilities as speaking to sentence for clients on criminal 
matters or representing them at various administrative board 
hearings. ‘It 1s*involved  Tinedirecewleqal “services to the 
community. There is no organized legal aid office in the area, 
but the Labrador Legal Services group acts as a legal aid agent 
and undertakes to counsel individuals on legal problems free of 
charge. It is involved in programmes of public information and 
education. In responding to the needs of the community, Labrador 
Legal Services has to this point in time concentrated on criminal 
law, and it is in the process of preparing a handbook on criminal 
law. This will be translated into the three native languages used 
in the area and will be used as a basis of legal education in 
workshops, newspapers, and schools. Adult Education courses are 
in the planning stages and in addition, programmes on legal 
education are expected to be broadcast on CBC in the fall of 1978. 


The purpose of the 1978 project ‘Labrador Legal 
Services' was to prepare and disseminate information on family 
law. In the family law field, the primary areas of concern are: 
neglected children, juvenile delinquency, deserted wives and 
marriage breakdown.
